Traffic Citations 
Up, Accidents 
Down in Month 
Folonv arrests totalled six in 
Palm Springs in February with 
18 felony complaints filed, Chief 
of Police A. G. Keltmenn reported 
to city council this week. 
Four of the arrests were on bad 
check charges and two for armed 
robbery. 
Of the 18 complaints investi­ 
gated. seven involved burglaries, 
one armed robbery, and five 
each, checks and grand theft. 
Value of property recovered in 
the month was sot at $2.068 by 
the chief. 
Misdemeanor arrests zoomed in 
the month with 317 being hooked 
at the police station. Traffic ci­ 
tations totalled 284 with 12 
drunks taking second spot. Four 
were nabbed for gambling. 
There were eight traffic m is­ 
haps in the month in four of 
which injuries were reported. 
The report revealed that traf­ 
fic citations went up 63 per cent 
and accidents dropped 33 per 
cent. Chief Kettmann also re­ 
pored a sharp drop in the num ­ 
ber of drunks arrested. There 
were 12 last February and 30 a 
\ear ago February. 
In ail, 448 complaints were In­ 
vestigated during the month.
